A SHORT, fat lawyer who 
peppers his talk with jive 
slang, Andrews testified be- 
fore the Warren Commission 
that a Clay Bertrand, con- 
tacted him by phone after the. 
1963 assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy and 
asked him to represent Lee 
Harvey Oswald in Dallas. ' 
Andrews contended'in the 
suit that he told Garrison 
last December he could hot 
identify Clay Shaw as the 
man he knew as Clay Ber- 
trand. h: 

He also claimed that Gar- 
rison tried to pressure ,'him 
into indentifying a -Julian 
Buznedo as the Mexican- 
American who visited An- 
drews’ office with Oswald^ 
prior to the assassination. 

' SHAW, a wealthy retired 
executive, is charged with 
criminal conspiracy to mur- 
der Kennedy. Garrison ac- 
cused, Shaw of using the alias 
Bertand in plotting the Presi- 
dent’s death. Shaw denied 
ever using an alias and 
pleaded innocent at his ar- 
raignment: 

Shaw is. free on $10,006 
bond, with his lawyers pre- 
paring special pleadings in 
the case. Andrews is free uri-v 
der $1000 bond. 

In addition to his private 
practice in New' Orleans, An-: 
drews alsco was an assistant . 
district attorney in adjoining 
Jefferson Parish. He was sus-‘ 
pended from the job shortly 
before being indicted.
